Particulars of the Killing of Private 
Crusoe and Wounding of 
Sergeant Shrader.

A Fatal Mista 


Cassius C. Coffey,the prisoner who was broughx 
to the city on Monday, by Deputy United States 
Marshai David L. Jackson, charged with having 
killed Private Crusoe and wounding Sergeant 
Shrader (two soldiers of the Fourth United 
States infantry, who belonged to the squad 
which accompanied Marshal Jackson into Rus- 
sel county to assist in serving certain process of 
States courts), was. yesterday, at 
twelve o'clock, noon, brought out before W. A 
Meriwether, Esq., United States Commissioner, 


| and, waiving an examination, was admitted to 


bail, in the sum of two thousand dollars, for his 
appearance before the United States Circuit 
Court, at the next October term. The facts 


| which induced this step in the case were derived 
| from many sources, but were deemed reliable, 


and sufficient to justify it. 

it seems that a family by the name of Ragan 
who had resided in Russell county, but who now 
live in Madison, Indiana, having suffered very 
much from a raid of the Russell- county Kuklux 


some time since, had instituted three suits, 


in the United States Court here against 
a number of persona in Russell county 
claiming in each suit $30,000 damages. Mr. James 
Coffey, the father of the prisoner, was one of the 
defendants to these suits, and at the time of the 
trouble at Coffey'’s house (near James- 
towu in Russell county), Mr. Jaekson, 
Deputy Marshal, was endeavoring 
The prisoner 
Cassius C. Coffey, and his family, resided with 
his father. He, the prisoner, had sometime since 
belonged to a band of the lawless indiyiduals 
who call themselves Kuklux, but owing to the 
eutreaties of his father, had abandoned them, 
and appeared against them before the Grand 
Jury of Russell county, giving information of 
their organization, numbers, names, where-

REPORTS OF COMMITTEES. 

After the conclusion of Mr. Britton's address 
several quite voluminous reports were read, 
which were followed by animated discussion. 

The first report was on the construction of 
boilers and boiler material, presented by S. J. 
Hayes, of the Illinois Central railroad, chairman 
of the committee. The report embraced the ex- 
perience of several prominent railways of the 
country as to the relative merits of iron, copper 
and steel plates, and recommends the use of 
steel for furpaces and iron for the shell ot the 
boiler. The report thinks there will bea ma- 
terial advantage in constructing the cylinder 
part of boilers of a single sheet, provided it 
can be manufactured with a uniform degree of 
excellence. Valuable data wore attached to the 
report in relation to the tensile strength of iron 
and steel. 

The second report was on boiler encrustation, 
H. A. Tene, Hampibal and St. Joseph railroad, 
chairman. It speak ot the imperative necessity 
of purifying the water by deeom position or infil- 
tration, before entering the boiler. The process 
suggested by Mr. Hayes, of the Ulinois Central, 
possesses. very valuable features. Statigties 
from N. Y. Central railroad, showing cost of fuel 
on Western division, were . 000 more than the 
Easterv, by reason of impurities of water. A 
resolution was here offered that the secretary be 
ingtructed to correspond with leading railroads 
on this subject—result to be comnrunicated at 
next meeting. The report shows that about 70 
per cent. of the repairs on boilers are attributa- 
bie to the use of bad water. 

The third report was on boiler explosions, J. 
Loaey, Louisville, New Albany and Chicago rail- 
road, 2 The experience of the past 
year serves to confirm facts elicited in former 
reports. It attributes the majority of explosions 
to bad metertal, neglect in construction, igno- 
rance and incompetency in management. The 
addition of brains in construction and operation 
add largely to safety. 

The Committee on Correspondence reported 
briefly on personal matters, ate. Invitations 
were received from Horace Scott. Jeff. and Ind. 
R. R.; Thatcher Perkins, L. and N. R. R.; Sam’) 
Gm, Short-line, and from the President of the 
Jeffersonville Car Works, to inspect their several 
operations.

They are com- 
mitted against the validity of the amend- 
ments. They denounce us because we are 
committed to the recognition of the 
amendments. There is no room for equiv- 
ocation. They claim to control the Dem- 
ocratic party in Kentucky. They claim to 
read men in and out of it at their pleasure. 
Here, then, isa test of their power. The 
next convention that meets at Frankfort 
will be required to select a delegation to 
the National Democratic Convention. It 
will also pass a series of resolutions. One 
of these must declare, as explicitly as the 
Toombs-Stephens platform declares, that 
the two last amendments to the Constitu- 
tion of the United Statesare null and void, 
and a second must instruct the Kentucky 
delegation to see that the first is put in the 
National Democratic platform. This is 
the only issue between Democrats. We 
did not make it. Mr. Toouns and Mr. 
STEPHENS made it, and the Bourbons 
took it up and pressed it. They must not 
shrink from it. If they do, they will vio 
late their pledges to the people, who will 
accuse them of deception. If they do, they 
will sacrifice the confidence of their Geor- 
gia apostles, who will charge them with 
treason. if they do, they will, by their 
own act, secure a triumph for liberalism 
and a moral victory for the CouRIER-

The case was 
warmly argued. The Judge. claimed that the 
twenty-five cents had been given him; the piain- 
tiff, among other things, alleged that on the 
same oceasion the Judge had sold him rotten 
peanuts. The magistrate finally cut the argu- 
ment short by deciding that borrowed money, 


that consequently the suit could not be 
sustained. Rowan was greatly relieved by this 
decision, as it was a matter of some moment 
with him. The lawyers stood thetreats. Yoster- 
dy the Judge made his appearance on a degen- 
erate somof a worthy sire and honest dam—a 
miserable sort of 6 Longfellow—a black horse, 
seventeen hands fiery, untamed steed, 
but rawboned, covered with mud, and with his 
tail full of burrs. Upon his back the Judge bore 
u large pasteboard placard, on which was writ- 
ten: “lam the poorest man in town; if houses 
were selling for a nickel, I couldn't buy a hin- 
gie.”” The Judge is a diminutive man, with 
a hair lip, small black eyes, and an 
ambling gait, while he seems bowed down occe- 
sionally with the weight of woe when the peanut 
trade is not brisk, and he is reduced to the ne- 
cessity of borrowing fresh capital and executing 
his note for @ quarter to commence business 
again. There are lines about his eyes, mournful 
traces of financial loss and trouble in the peanut 
trade. The first premium obtained by him was 
twenty dollars. 

The second premium was given to a Geergian, 
who meant business, and whose history. belong- 
ing, as it does, to the simple annals of the poor, 
is very remarkable. Henry Miles left his home 
in Houston county, Georgia, under threats from 
the Union men of the place, came to Kentucky 
with his mother, who died at Crab Orchard. He 
made his way to this county, and has since then 
been contentedly working on a farm at fifty 
cents per day. He says that he was raised in 
the cotton field, and though he cannot pick as 
much as a negro, he can easily get out four hun- 
dred and fifty pounds of cotton a day, which 
is paid for at fifty cents a hundred; he 
would return, but bis Kentucky wife 
is not willing to change. The speckled gray 
which be rode he had bought for fifteen dollars 
some time ago, and he had a still worse-looking 
animal at home. He had never been to a fair in 
his life before, and he only came then to try for 
the premiums, in order, if successful, to buy a 
cow. He did not take any interest whatever in 
the fine stock that was exhibited. He wore an 
old Confederate coat which he had worn in the 
army, and it had received fourteen or fifteen 
constitutional amendments in the way of va- 


write. His parents had had some property in 
Georgia, but had kept him in the cotton field. 
He had understood that his little property — 
been confiscated, but seemed to be too 

and satisfied with his party to interest — 
much about it. Steps have been taken by his 
Kentucky friends to find out about the matter. 
His genuineness is not doubted by those who 
know him, and his perfectly natural appear- 
ance in the ring, without any attempt at gro- 
tesqueness—his earnestness and all—obtained 
for him the second premium of ten dollars. It 
would be useless to describe the other queer an- 
imgis, that looked like the ghosts of departed 
dead horses. A reporter's pencil would fail to 
describe the bow-legged, sway-backed, tangied- 
up in burrs, greased-up with tar, wind-broken, 
spavined, and otherwise 4Gilapidated animals 
that were entered. Some of them were evident- 
ly centenarians, and should be pensioned off at 
onee, as they doubtless served in the revolu’ 
tionary war. 

WESTON. 

At twenty-three minutes past three the noted 
pedestrian entered the arena, preceded by the 
band, and with but little delay commenced his 
walk of five miles, to be performed within the 
hour. A measurement of the arena had been 
made, and it had been found that the circuit 
forty-two times constituted the distance. Walk- 
ing on the track would have been much 
easier work, but this arrangement was certainly 
more convenient for the spectators. Mr. Weston 
is a small man, of remarkable and admirable 
elasticity of person, is of excellent form and 
animated appearance. He was clad ina brown 
velvet suit, a light cloth hat, blue vest, brogans 
with large Russian leather tops, which he disen- 


gaged after he was fairly started. He 
made the first circuit in a silow 
walk, but steadily increased his pace; 


walking backward the fourth, fifth, sixth, and 
seventh rounds. His manner or bearing in 
walking is magnificent, and displays an ease and 
elasticity that makes it a pleasant sight, as he 
at no time shows of distress. He holds his 
mouth slightly open, but with a certain contrac- 
tion, teeth together, and breathing through the 
nostriis. He took a few sips of water a 
few times during the hour, without stopping 
his gait, reciving the glass from a waiter, who 
trotted for the time at his side, The pedestrian 
rather moistened his mouth and washed it 
out, then drank. A manner 
of striking the calves of his legs 
with his cane occasionally was observed, 
The explanation of it is in a simple law of physi- 
cal relief. The sensation after long or tiresome 
walking is described as a total numbness of the 
lower extremities, making one feel as if he were 
walking on his knees. This is an extreme in- 
stance; but the blow restores circulation, which 
naturally results in relief. Mr. Weston, how- 
ever, was not fatigued from his walk; but, for 
the time being, bis walking backward on an 
untried and uneven track, made it somewhat 
disagreeable on reversing the direction of 
walking. One mile was made in 9:57 minutes. 
The following is the time made on each mile, in 
order: 15 minutes, 12, 9:57, 9:57, 11:30, 11:15. 
This, it will be remembered, was not an 
exhibition of speed. but of manner and 
endurance. There seems to have been a small 
misapprehension, that Weston would give a 
similar exhibition on each afternoon during the 
Fair, and in view of this, a general desire has 
been expressed that he be induced to give an- 
other exbibition during the week; which it is 
hoped he may do, in case his engagements else- 
where during the week in Illinois do not prevent 


him. 

In connection with Mr. Weston's appearance 
here, it may be interesting to many to learn what 
he has accomplished in walking, and we have 
been furnished with the following record: 


ington, a distance of 510 miles, inten days, to 
make good a wager made on the election. 

In 1867 he made bis famous walk from Portland, 
Me., to Chicago, II., a distance of 1,386 miles, in 
25 days. 

In the fall of 1868, he walked over a measured 
road in Westchester county, a distance of 100 
miles in 22 hours and 19 minutes. 

In the winter of 1888 he walked from Bangor, 
Me., to Buffalo, N. V., crossing the Green Moun- 
tains and pasaing through the northern part of

thirty days. This was during his trial to walk 
5,000 miles in 100 days, which he was forced to 
abandon for want of funds. He subsequently
